The Committee had before them 
the following resolution which was 
unanimously approved, “The Gov- 
vernments of the Untted Kingdom, 
Germany, Belgium, .the United

agree that it’ is essential for the 
successful conclusion of conference 
that the mensures of all kinds 
which at the present time misdirect 
and paralyze international trade be 
not extended pending an opport- 
unity for the. conference to deal 
effectively with the problems creat- 
ed thereby and recognized urgency 
‘of adopting at the beginning of the 
conference a tariff truce, the pro- 
visions of which shall be laid down 
by common agreement, 


IMMEDIATE ACTION. 


“The said Governments being 
further convinced that immediate 
action is of great importance, them- 
selves agree and strongly urge all 
other Governments participating

“One of the main motives which 
brings the Governments together

Tho clty of Cincinnati, O.’ an- 
nually holds the Ohio Valley Con- 
tract Bridge Champlonship tourna- 
ment. Its size ‘and importance 
have attracted national: atention, 
and the bridge players of Cinvin- 
nat! hope to entertain the national 
championship tournament of ‘the 
American Bridge League * cither 
this year or next. , 


At thoir recent tournament, Mr. 
Charles A. Hall of Cincinnati won 
the contract pair championship for 
the second time. Some sny Myr. 
Hall bids his hands boldly. and 
fearlessly, but none can say that 
he docsn’t play the cards for every 
trick there {8 in them, as is de- 
monstrated in the following hand 
played during the tournament. 


The Bidding 


Mr. Hall and his partner were 
using the one over one and were 
sitting North and South. Many 
players would open the South hand 
with one no trump, but it really 
has no advantage in becoming the 
devlarer at no trump as it has only 
one tenace position. 


With ‘this type. of hand, those 
believing in the strong no trump 
will open with one spade. It Is 
true that the spade suit js weak,

9-8-3 

@ A-K-7-3 
#K-10-9-3 


but it Is better to bid a weak spade 
sult than one no trump on this 
hand, 


Mr. Hall in the North responded 
with two no trump—a, forcing bid 
—and now his partner went to four 
no trump. Mr, Hall bid six no 
trump—a rather optimistic bid, but 
the play of-the hand justified it. 


The Play 


Enst opened the five of hearts. 
Mr. Hall won with ‘the cight and 
returned the queen of hearts. 
When Enst played the king, Mr. 
Hall refused to win the trick, 
playing a small heart from dummy. 

Enst then returned the deuce 
of spades. Mr, Hall went right up 
with the nce in dummy, os he could 
not afford to lose another — trick. 
He played «the ace of clubs, 
followed by the jack of clubs and 
tuking the finesse. 


He then played the deuce _ of 
clubs and finessed his fen. The 
king of clubs was cashed, and a 
apade discarded from dummy. 


Mr, Hall led the three of hearts 
and finessed dummy’s ten. West 
fwas forced to diszard down to his 
King of spades on this play, Mr, 
Hfall then Jed the ace of hearts and 
West was helpless. . 


If he discarded the king of 
spades Mr. Hall would discard a 
diamond and his queen of | spades 
would be good, If West  discard- 
ed a small diamond, Mr. Hall would 
discard the queen of spades and 
win the last four tricks with din- 
monds.
